MR. DE VALERA SAYS DICE © 
"ALWAYS LOADED 


COMMONS. STATEMENT 


. . London, June 27. 

“Phe two parts of Ireland must 
be united, and after that the coun- 
try shall be recognised aa a Re- 
public with some form of assocla- 
tion with the British Common- 
woalth, and in some circumstances 
and for some reasons, the King 
will bo recouniaed ns head of the 
Associntion.” ee 

This original ptan, representing 
his objective for the future of Ire- 
land, was unfolded by Mr, Eamon 
de Valera, Free State Premier, at 
his recent Anglo-Irish converan- 
tfons in’ Dublin, and was revealed 
by Mr, J, H. Thomas, Daminions 
Secretary, in the House of Com- 
mons to-day, wey ee 
. Mr. Thomas proceeded that Mr. 
de Valera was plainly told, when 
he came to Londen on June 10 
that no British Government would 
ever agree to his plan. 

Mr. de Valera further suggest- 
ed at Dublin that asa modus viven- 
di to surmount the present dimcul- 
ty, Britain must agree to accept the 
abolition of the onth. Not only 
would the payment of land an-« 
nultics ‘bo withheld, but several 
other financial matters were boing 
examined, towards which a aimilar 
attitude was likely. 

Michael Collins Quoted. 

After his principal objective. 
had been turned down in London, 
Mr, de Valern proposed a discus- 
sion of the oath and annuities 
questions and contended that the 
Irish never accepted the former 
as mandatory, and argued that 
the later repudsable, 
as it was represented by 
a secret agreement. Mr. 
Thomas quoted the opinion of 
Michact Collins and others to the 
effect that quibbling about the onth 
was tantamount to tearing up the 
trenty, and reminded him that the 
annuities agreement was discussed 
in the Dail, and after that the 
money was paid annually. 

He insisted it was impoasiblo to 
conduct a Government on the prin- 
ciple of one Prime Minister re- 
pudiating another's obligations, and 
suggested an Empire tribunal. 
Mr. de Valera refused declaring 
that the dice would always be lond- 
ed against Ireland. 

Mr, Thomas retorted, “It.is a 
very serious reflection on the Bri- 
tish Empire if you are going to 
proclaim there are not three honest 


was 


people, capable of doing an -honest 


thing. 
De Valera’s Stipulation, 

Mr. Thomas read a new despatch 
received from Mr. de Valera to-day 
in which the principle of arbitra-- 
tion by an “Empire” tribunal vis 
accepted, but said the personnel 
must not be restricted to’ citizens 
of the British Commonwealth, and 
matters dealt with must include not 
merely the land annuities, but other 
Irish payments to Britain, Mr. 
Thomas declared the, statement did 
not deviate one jota from Mr. de 
Valera’s original position, The 
oath was not even mentioned, The 
position was worse than before. 

The British Government deplor- 
ed the situation, had given evi- 
dence of goodwill by tariff prefer- 
ences, but could hot. countennnee 
the breaking of agreements, 

Tariff ‘Threat. 

Mr. Thomas: emphasised the fact 
that the Free State’s attitude 
would not lead to the unity of 
Ireland, which could only be ac- 
complished by the consent of Ulster 
and the Free State. “He reaffirm: 
eds that) despite the  Govern- 
ment’s anxiety to maintain 
the preferences, which would ex- 
pire on November 15, they, could 
not enter into an agreement, unless 
the Free State’s attitude changed. 

Ile wound up by appealing to Mr. 
de Valera to hesitate before com- 
‘mitting the Free State to a grave 
policy. Mr. Thomas mentioned 
that the United Kingdom would 
meet holders of rights in respect 
of the repudiated anuuity oblign- 
tions, but reserved the right to take 
whatever steps they deemed neces- 
sary.—Reuter, .

OTTAWA 

As the date of, the opening of 
the Ottawa Conference draws 
nearer, it is becoming increasingly 
evident that d really great effort 
is to be made to link the Empire 
economically and industrially 
closer together, _The fact that the 
United Kingdom Government dele- 
gates are going to Canada free.and 
unfettered, with an open mind, 
determined to examine every ques. 
tion on its merits, is in itself an 
indication of the determination to 
attain maximum results. There in 
now no question of Britain being 
hampered by Free Trade const- 
derations, since she has at long 
last accepted tariffs. This deve- 
lopment may prove to be most 
helpfal in facilitating an Empire 
policy, The enthusiasm of Bri- 
tain’s political lenders may be 
suid to be matched by equal an- 
xiety on the part of the Dominions 
to work out a comprehensive 
Empire policy, so that if willing- 
ness counts for anything, the task 
should be materially lightened. 
Both sides will doubtless remember 
the old adage that where there's 
a will, there’s a way. 

When we bear in mind the com- 
prehensive character of — the 
agenda it will readily be seen 
thnt, however much the ‘Mother 
Country and the Deminions may 
desire to evolve a workable scheme,’ 
the task will not be an easy one. 
It would, indeed, be foolish to 
overlook. the difcultics. Mr, J. 
H. Thomas has referred to “divor-. 
gent interests,” and these cer- 
tainly will take a deaf of adjust: 
Here 
we come up against industrial 
issues. ‘One fact of great im- 
portance in this connexion {fs tha 
extent to which the Dominions 
have'tn latter yoara become tndun- 
trialiscd. Mr. Baldwin evon ‘aug: 
gents that the Dominions may 
havo gone too far and too faut in 
thin direction, Tho point'is tm- 
portant, since it is obvious that 


zi 


Brtain will.have to pay for what 
sho buys from the Dominions with 
her own exports. And if Empire 
Free Trade is onvisaged, there 
will obviously have to be. some 
adjustment as between the Mother 
Country and the’ Dominions an 
manufacturers. Mr. Thomas has 
hinted at somo process of ration- 
alfantion In’ this connexion, ~Pos- 
albly something along these linea 
will be needed. It will, as we say, 
not be an easy matter to secure 
an adjustment of viewpoint. be- 
tween the Mother Country and tho 
Dominions in this industrial pro- 
blem, but with a policy based on 
give-and-take it otght not to be 
beyond the wits of the Empire's 
statesmen, mecting with a common 
aim in view, to come to some mu- 
tually satisfactory ‘arrangement. 

The great point which dominates 
all others is that the resources of 
the Empire as a whole are suffi- 
cient for all ita needa. That being 
the ease, it is only natural that 
thoughts should turn on making 


the Empire an economic entity. 


But Free Trade within the Empire, 
if that {s found a possibility, may 
result In something more than Its 
name implies. It may well prove 
an example to the world of the 
possibilities of aweeping away the 
restrictions which at present 
hamper ‘trade in all parts of the 
world. If it has that effect, it 
will conceivably bring: about ‘that 
freer world trade which all econo- 
nists regard as essential before 
any reat revival can take place. 
Viewed in that light there are 
immense — posnibilitics the 
Ottawa’ Conference. Tt may, in- 
deed, mark the beginning of a new 
and better international 
trade and commerce. Be that as 
it may, there is at Jeant a reason- 
nble prospect of great accomplish- 
ments in the direction of —cement-

Soclalist on Peace. 


‘Modern — realists in diplomacy 
would do well to remember advice 
once given to the realistic literati. 
Well enough, they were told, a 
call a spade) oa spade. But they 
must not assume that every apade 
was necessarily oa dirty spade. 
Well cnough to recognize the 
actuatities facing the causes of 
peace and disarmament, but it is 
not to be concluded that every 
difficulty is necessarily insuper- 
able. It has become something of 
a fashion to aecept temporary set- 
backs—the mounting burden of 
armaments, the difficulties in the 
Far East—as evidence that ideal- 
ism has been too sanguine. Thus 
it is somewhat refreshing to .en- 
counter M. Leon Blum's declara- 
lion that “there is no such thing 
us inevitable war.” M. Blum is an 
outstanding figure in the French 
Socialist Party. As such he em- 
phasizes the views of an important 
group in France which ia not in 
eonsonance with the  anti-dis- 
armament philosophy that finds 
expression at the moment in official 
circles. He gives full welght.to 
the economic, historical, political 
and personal causes of war. But 
at the same time he contends that 
war becomes possible only at “the 
moment that the mass of -public 
opinion admits ita possibility." 
He hoa Ittle sympathy for war 
mongers and he has still less sym- 
pathy for those whose chant of 
“security” is predicated: upon the 
theory that sanctuary from war 
can ve found behind the mounting 
wall) of | armaments. .M. Blum 
views disarmament not as a pos- 
sible result of security: and arbi- 
tration, but as a “cause and not 
an effect,” through “which the 
eventual establishment of pence 
enn be achieved. He. expresses 
the pefsonal view that if a great 
nation, such as France, wero to 
enst aside all her armaments, she 
would cetablish a moral example 
which. the other nations of the 
world could not fail to follow. 
He admits the Utopian aspects of 
thia scheme, but emphasizes nt the 
same time that disarmament, and 
with {t poace, arc essentially moray 
questions. Some might take issue 
with -M, Blum’s frankly partisan 
theory thot Socinliam’s develop- 
mont of an international viewpoint

manner of commodities from the 
uttermost parts of the earth, 

Even if the primary idea was 
not purely altruistic, but dictated 
by motives of gain, and spurred 
on by competition, the result has 
been a form of selling a service 
whieh the individual could never 
perform for himself. It has 
brought a share of the wealth of 
the world to the most 
homes, and rendered possible a 
standard of life xearcely cone 
ceived of by an earlier genera-

“Lt regard the nation’s needs to- 
day as making a serious call for 
service to fhe nation through com- 
merece. We. have all to renlise 
that commerce is the foundation 
of all our national prosperity.” 


Advice to Parents, 


The Prince -next called upon 
parents to prepare their children 
for the service of commerce, 


“Firat nnd foremost," he re- 
marked, “they can impress upon 
them that commerce Is a calling 
that la worthy of the best of char- 
acter and ability, and that it de- 
mands much study and prepara- 
tion. The idea that ‘anyono can 
soll,’ that commerce does not call 
for first-class education and train- 
ing, must be washed out entirely. 


“Parents can and should en- 
courage travel and Interest in for- 
elyn trade. They should, when- 
evdr possible, give their sons and 
daughters covery opportunity to 
fearn how to speak and under- 
stand foreign languages. Boys in- 
tended for commerce may very ad- 
vantagcously spend a yenr nbroad 
at the end of their school carcers. 


“Parents: should take as much 
interest a8 posaible-in the currl- 
culum their children are follow- 
ing, so.that the schools may know 
that it is not n matter of Indiffer- 
ence to the parents whnt the chil- 
dren are taught, 


“Those conducting schoola and 
colleges aro more than ever alive 
to the vital importance of provid-

“I have heard it said that em- 
ployers will not engage public 
schoolboys or university gra- 
duates. be¢dause ‘they are not ac- 
customed to hard and austained 
work.

PLIGHT OF BRITISH 
CIVILIANS: 


Does the British public realise 
that, in 19592, nearly fourteen 
years after the. end of the 
War, thero are. still thousands of 
British nationnls who have re- 
ceived compensation only for a, 
emall fraction ‘of the damage 
which they suffered in the War as 
elvilians and non-combatants? 


These people include widows 
and children of submarine vic- 
tims, and of men who lost their 
lives in‘ bombed or shelled build- 
ings, owners of property bombed 
or shelled by the enemy, and gimil- 
ar sufferers. 


The attitude consistently adopt- 
ed by successive governments, and 
upheld by the House of Lords in 
an appeal case last November, is 
that pies sufferers have no legal 
claim against the Government, A

then Chancellor of the Exchequer, 
“Mr, Austen Chamberlaln, as long 
age as 1920, in consideration of 
which the Government of the day 
set aride, with Partiamentary 
sanction, £5,000,000 for the pur- 
pose “ag an act of grace.”
